the obligation of a templar. The question 
of prohibition 
has been discussed for j 
years, and has been oue of the cardinal 
principles 
of 
temperance 
societies I 
for half a century. 
The history of the! 
movement to suppress the traffic in liquor I 
is 
not 
without 
interest or 
signifi­ 
cance. in every State where it has been 
tried.it has proved au utter failure so tar 
as abolishing drunkenness is concerned. 
The Maine taw proved to be a farce, and 
Massachusetts prohibition was no remeJy 
for the evils of intemperance. In nearly 
every case, absolute prohibition has been 
found impracticable. It has not lessened 
drunkenness neither has it beau the means 
of suppressing the sale ot liquor. The 
question then is, and it is a very lmportan 
one, when a person eau not believe in the 
doctrine or the practicability of prohibi­ 
tion, shall he be expelled from the Order? 
One would suppose that when a man's 
heart is in Hie work of temperance, when 
he not only will not drink himself, but 
pervades others lo do likewise, that he 
should be eligible to sit in a Temple, but 
according to Brother Stearns' opinion, he 
is not. We believe this is rather a harsh 
Judgment, though It may be according to 
the spirit ot the Order. There are a great 
many men in Wisconsin, who have done 
noble temperance work and yet do no: be 
lieve that prohibition can be made. rue-I 
cestui. 
Why not let such men stay in the 1 
Order and continue their work forg<>od. 
Crystal Temple of Honor in Janesville has I 
covered itself with glory.
